That was the “Plan,” but, according to a Moscow correspondent of the 


Manchester Guardian, the “Five-Year Plan" in many instances is already | 


surpassing the figures expected to be xttained. He says: “The first version 
of the “Plan” called for the production of 22,000,000 tons of oil and 10,000,000 
tons of cast-iron in 1933; now these figures have been revised upwards, 
respectively, to 38,000,000 and 17,000,000. During the current year 221 new 
industrial enterprises, built at a cost of approximately $425,000,000, have be- 
gun to function, and the list of unusually large factories which have been 
completed comparatively recently, includes a tractor plant, an agricultural 
machinery factory, a paper mill, a pipe factory, two oil refineries, several 
electrical stations.” 

The “Five-Year Plan” also included what practically amounts to the 
nationalization of agriculture, ‘and the erection of these huge tractor and 
egricultural machinery.factories, oil refineries, etc., are all a part of this 
new agricultural policy. The Manchester Guardian correspondent in Moscow, 
further notes that “in collective farming, 25 per cent. of the peasant house- 
holds have already gone over to the co-operative method, although the 
“Plan” originally contemplated only 20 per cent. in 1933.” 

Russia is now dumping wheat, coal, lumber, into many European and 
other markets, further demoralizing the already badly demoralized world 
price for these commodities. The Russian Government is reported as hav- 
ing chartered a large number of vessels to convey wheat from Russia to 
England, Italy, and other countries, and that this wheat will be sold abroad 
regardless of price. The United States Government has charged that Russia 
has engaged in transactions on the Chicago grain markets to force down the

Pensions Tribunal Will 
Be Organized Shortly 


For a 


Heavy Task 


Ottawa, Ont.—The members of the 
pensions tribunal announced by the 
government on Saturday will proba- 
bly assemble in Ottawa very soon to 
organize for the heavy task which 
lies before them. Persons in close 
touch with the pensions work esti- 
mate that it will be two or three 
weeks before this organization work 
will have been completed. Lieut.-Col. 
Thomas Morrison, V.C., is the chair- 
man of this tribunal and members 
have been appointed from-each of the 
provinces with the exception of Prince 
Edward Island. 

The general plan is that, in future, 
applications for pensions will go to 
the Board of Pension Commissioners 
in Ottawa as in the past. The com- 
missioners, if they decide they can 
grant the\ pensions, do so. If not, 
the applications will be turned over 
to the new pensions tribunal. The 
pensions tribunal will have a head 
office in Ottawa and regional offices 
in Montreal, Toronto, Winnipeg and 
Vancouver. 

Although one member on the tri- 
bunal has been chosen from each 
province, it does not _ necessarily 
mean that he will always deal with 
cases of claimants within his prov- 
ince. 
committee of parliament in last win- 
ter's session was that Canada would 
be divided into four regions. Que- 
bec and the maritimes would form 
one, Ontario another, Manitoba and 
Saskatchewan a third, and British 
Columbia and Alberta, the fourth. 

Two or more members of the tri- 
bunal would form a board which 
would travel about each of the re- 
gions. While, as a general rule, the 
members would operate within the 
region in which they have resided, 
they are subject to transfer from 
one region to another. There will 
likely be considerable transferring as 
times goes on in order to arrive at 
uniformity in decisions in all parts 
of Canada. 

A Board of Advocates has also 
been appointed with Lieut.-Col. C. 
B. Topp, D.S.O., of Ottawa, as chief. 

When the pensions commissioners 
refer an application to the tribunal, 
he will look after the interests of 
the veteran. The advocates are also 
stationed in the various provinces.

Ottawa, Ont.—Four million dollars 
|for “direct relief’ is set aside as a 
maximum for this purpose under 
regulations officially “announced re- 
|specting the $20,000,000 unemploy- 
ment measure passed at the special 
session of Parliament. It is under- 
stood that the money will be avail- 
| able immediately to meet conditions 
in certain localities especially. 

A sum not to exceed $4,000,000, it 
jis stipulated, is to pay one-third of 
the expenditures of municipalities for 
| direct relief where suitable work can- 
not be provided for the unemployed 
and one-half of direct relief in un- 
organized districts. 

The Minister of Labor is empowered 
to enter into agreements with prov- 
inces for payment by such provincial 
governments of one-third of munici- 
pal expenditures for such direct re- 
lief. 

Provision is also made for the Min- 
ister of Labor to enter into agree- 
ments with provinces for a 25 per 
cent. Dominion contribution, 25 per 
cent. provincial contribution, and 50 
per cent. contribution from munici- 
palities for construction of such pub- 
lic works and undertakings as may 
be necessary to provide suitable work 
jin municipalities for the unemployed. 
A certain elasticity where municipal- 
ities are unable to bear the burden of 
| & 50 per cent. contribution is provid- 
led for, in respect to varying the pro- 
portion of the cost to be borne by 


provincial and Dominion  govern- 
ments. 

In the case of the carrying on by 
provincial governments of public 


works, improvements and other un- 
| dertakings to assist in providing suit- 
}able work for the unemployed, agree- 
ments may be entered respecting the 
cost to be borne by the provincial 
and Dominion governments “in such 
| proportions as may be agreed upon.” 

Payment of fair wages and provis- 
ions for an eight-hour day, stipula- 
tions that political affiliation should 
not interfere with the giving of jobs 
and a clause for preference to resi- 
dents in the localities in which the 
works are being constructed are also 
contained in the regulation. The pro- 
vincial governments are to furnish 
certificates to the Dominion author- 
ities in respect to the expenditures. 

The regulations announced by Hon. 
G. D. Robertson, Minister of Labor, 
were approved at a meeting of the 
cabinet.

Russian Wheat Menace 
Not So Much In Volume 
* As In Marketing Methods 


Montreal.—The menace of Russian 
vol- 
in the marketing method 
which the Soviet employs, said Hon. 
{Robert Weir, Dominion Minister of 


Agriculture, here. 
“The Russians appear to have de- 


veloped a particularly sinister mar- 
keting system,” the minister ex- 
plained. ‘They take a quantity of 


wheat and dump it on the market 
all at once and give the impression 
of having an unlimited volume. 
That breaks the market and creates 
a panic amongst our growers. They 
think that there is no outlet for their 


wheat, whereas there is, of course, 
always an outlet.” 
The minister would not forecast 


how long the present Russian situa- 
tion would overhang the market. He 
repeated, however, that it was not 
the volume but the marketing 


|method of the Soviet which was sin- 


ister at the present time, and added 
that it would take but a relatively 


small change in the general situation | 


to induce a _ substantial movement 
upon the part of Canadian wheat. 
Hon. Mr. Weir outlined his hope cf 
building up not only a substantial 
cattle trade with Britain, but also an 


interprovincial trade between East- 
ern and Western Canada in chopped 
feed for livestock. Both these trades, 
he believed, were capable of substan- 
tial development which would _re- 
dound to the advantage not only of 
es western farmer, but also of the 


Eastern Canada dairyman. 

New York.—The World today quot- 
ed Aaron Sapiro, on authority on 
commodities and marketing, as say- 
ing he believes the Russian Soviets 
are planning a billion bushel crop for 
the coming year, which they can pro- 
duce at 50 cents a bushel at Black 
Sea ports, as compared with the 
American production cost of upward 
of 80 cents. A great part of this crop, 
he thinks, can be dumped on foreign 
markets. 

He said he had reason to believe 


that Russia was figuring that the 
United States next spring would 
have a surplus of at least 200,000,000 
bushels which, together with the 
huge Russian crop, would depress 
prices greatly.

| were made to make money for the 
all-Russian textile syndicate, which 
expects the price to be down as a 
result of the huge Russian crop, and 
‘to be able to cover at a large profit. 
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Western Wheat Is Revealed 


In Tests 


Canada’s current wheat crop has a 
very high protein quality of grade 
and shows higher gluten content than 
yields of the past three years, it is 
revealed in tests just completed for 
the Canadian Grain Commission. 

Result of the tests, conducted by 
F. J. Birchard, commission chemist, 
at Winnipeg, were reported yester- 
day to F. G. T. O'Hara, deputy minis- 
ter of trade and commerce. Summing 
up, it may be stated the general bak- 
ing quality of the present crop is 
fully equal, if not superior to that of 
any crop tested since inception of the 


. commission laboratory in 1913, says 


the report. 

“The quality of the protein (glu- 
ten) is excellent and the average 
amounts of 13.4 per cent. compares 
very favorably with that found in 
previous years,” Mr. Birchard  re- 
ports. “The average for 1929 was 
15.3 per cent., for 1928 was 12.3 per 
cent. and for 1927 was 11.4 per cent. 

“The high protein content of ex- 
cellent quality, the unusual dryness 
of the wheat and the excellent bak- 
ine quality of this year’s crop 
should be of special interest, partic- 


ularly to the millers of England, 
France and Germany, since the 
crops of these countries are re- 


po:ted to be suffering severely from 
the effect of excessive moisture with 
consequent damage to the quality of 
the grain. 

“Over 60 per cent. of the crop re- 


ceived to date in Winnipeg this year, | 


graded either No. 1 Hard or No. 1 
Northern, 23 per cent. graded No. 2 
Northern, and only three per cent. 
No. 3 Northern. Very little grain 
graded No. 8 Northern or lower is 
being received at the present time. 
P.actically no tough or damp cars 
have been received. 
The weight per bushel of the dif- 
ferent grades is practically the same 
that of Jast year though the 
weight of the No. 3 Northern as re- 
ceived to date is lower. 
“The comparative yield of flour 
from the different grades is about the 


same as last year with the exception | 


of that from No. 3 Northern, which 
on account of the lower weight per 
bushel, is somewhat lower.” 

Practically all the wheat is sound 
and mature, bringing little difference 
between the baking quality of the 
grades. Samples from which the test 
were made were gathered from the 
three provinces of the prairies, and 
are characterized as fairly represen- 
tative of the crop as received to date. 
Relatively little Alberta wheat was 
present in the samples tested, how- 
ever, and character of Nos. 3 and 4 
Northern may change somewhat as 
to weight and flour yield. 

The report approves standards for 
Nos. 1 Hard, 1 and 2 Northern, but 
sets only tentative standards for Nos. 
8 and 4 Northern and Nos. 4, 5 and 
6 Special. This, it is stated, is due 
to the fact that it is considered pro- 
bable that some frosted wheat from 
the northern districts may appear 
later. 

The three special grades in the ten- 
tative standards, it is mentioned, are 
included to take care of a_ certain 
amount of sound wheat, but of low 
weight per bushel. Flour yield from 
these grades is greatly reduced, and 
the color is very yellow, but baking 
quality is otherwise excellent.

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Demand For Canadian Apples 


Several Thousand Boxes To Be 
Shipped T’o the Orient This 
Year : 


Until last year the Canadian-grow: 
apple was an utknown delicacy in 
China. Some shipments were made to 
Hong Kong during the latter part of 
1929, and the Chinese, like Oliver 
Twist, want more. This year it is ex- 
pected that several thousand boxes 
of Canadian apples will go forward 
to the Orient, for the Canadian Trade 


| Commissioner at Hong Kong advises 


that Chinese importers are now in- 
terested in the Canadian-grown fruit. 

The high quality of Canadian 
apples has been demonstrated at the 
Imperial Fruit Show, held annually 
in the British Isles, where for several 
years Canadian exhibitors have been 
awarded the majority of the most 
coveted prizes. Year after year the 
judges have agreed that the McIn- 
tosh Red, an apple of ruddy complex- 
ion and incomparable flavour, is the 
best dessert apple in the world. This 
apple originated in Dundas County, 
Ontario, over a century ago. 

This year’s apple crop in Canada 
will, it is estimated, total about 3,- 
118,000 barrels. 4 


Cost Of Crop Production 


Potatees Showed Greatest Profit In 
Experiment Conducted At 
Ottawa 

Some interesting experiments con- 
cerning the cost of producing farm 
crops have been made by the Cana- 
dian Government Central Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa. For example, 
it cost $30.62 to produce an acre of 
oats having a value of $33.08; the 
cost of producing hay in 1929 was 
found to be $19.60 an acre for hay 
valued at $34.06; ensilage corn cost 


$4.38 an acre more to produce than it | 
values—the , 


was worth at current 
cost per acre was $54.62 with an 
acreage crop value of $50.24. In the 
case of mangels, it cost $72.45 an 


jacre to produce the crop and the 


yield of 17.81 tons per acre, valued 
at $1.91 a ton, was worth only 
$34.02; or, mangels showed a loss per 
acre of $28.43, Potatoes on the other 
hand proved a particularly profitable 
crop, showing a surplus of $97.94 per 
acre over cost of production; potatoes 
cost $80.99 per acre to produce and 
yielding 192.4 bushels, valued at 93 


;cents, showed an acreage value of | 
| $178.93. 


A Longevity Record 


Ayrshire Cow Has Made Money For; 


Its Owner 

A striking instance of the longev- 
ity and productive qualities of the 
Ayrshire breed is furnished by Violet, 
a member of the herd of S, P. Chap- 
lin, Agassiz, B.C. 

Bred and raised by William Mac- 
kie, formerly of Agassiz, Violet was 
born on July 11, 1912, and is thus 
over eighteen years old. Yet, despite 
her age, in her last lactation period 
she produced 11,453 lbs. of milk and 
424 lbs. of butterfat in 365 days, this 
record being made on twice-a-day 
milking under ordinary farm condi- 
tions. 


Cork Airport May Be Base 

German engineers have been sur- 
veying Cork airport for a site suit- 
able for a contemplated base for a 
regular trans-Atlantic aerial service. 
The plan of the engineers is to insti- 
tute weekly dirigible service between 
Cork and Lakehurst, N.Y., with Zep- 
pelins capable of carrying 120 passen- 
gers and 10 tons of mail, in addition 
to the crew of 46. The cost of such 
a dirigible is estimated at about $1,- 
900,000.

Guard Against Gases 
Forming In the Silo 


Two Poisonous Gases Which May 
Occur In Any Silo 
Before entering the silo the farmer 
or any one working for him should 
make sure that no deadly gases are 
present, is the admonition of silo ex- 
perts of the Dominion Department of 


Agriculture. 
At Herron, North Dakota, the 
other day the Neidhardt family, 


{father and four children, had their 
| lives snuffed out by what was report- 
ed to be Methane gas. The sheriff 
who attempted to recover the bodies 
|was overcome and barely escaped 
with his life, after his son had made 
two attempts to get his father out of 
the silo. 

Methane and carbon dioxide are the 
two poisonous gases which are likely 
to occur in any silo. They have their 
origin in the decomposition of or- 
ganic matter. Methane CH4 is an 
odorless, inflammable gas which oc- 
curs naturally as the product of the 
decomposition of organic matter, and 
is frequently met with in marshes 
and mines, being more familiarly 
known as marsh gas. Carbon Dioxide 
| CO2 is a heavy colorless irrespirable 
gas which extinguishes flame. It is 
produced by the action of acids on 
|carbons, through fermentation, and 
| by the decomposition of organic sub- 
stances. 

Both these gases may be present in 
the silo and owing to the fact that 
| they are heavier than air as they ac- 
| cumulate, they force air away from 
the top of the silo. 

As neither Methane or: Carbon 
Dioxide will degenerate within a few 
| days, it is always well before enter- 
| ing a silo during the filling season, to 
run the blower a few minutes to in- 
sure an adequate circulation of air. 
At other times, a lighted lantern 
should be lowered into the silo to in- 
sure that no gas is present. If Car- 
bon Dioxide is present the flame will 
immediately go out. 

There is just as much danger from 
poisonous gases in the silo as there 
is in an old well but the danger is 
one which may be easily guarded 
against and is overcome by an ade- 
quate supply of fresh air. As ensilage 
is fed from the top of the silo care 
should be taken to see that the doors 
are open to allow free _ ventilation. 
| Fresh air should be supplied as di- 
rectly to the top of ensilage as possi- 
ble. 


A Big Business 


Agricultural Wealth Of the Dominion 
Reaches Nearly Eight Billion 
Few people appreciate the dollar 
value of agriculture in Canada, or 
realize that it is really a big busi- 
ness. The Dominion Bureau of Sta- 
| tistics estimates the agricultural 
| wealth of the Dominion as for the 
| year 1929, at the huge sum of §$7,- 
| 978,633,000. This figure is made up 
out of the following estimated values: 
|Lands, $3,361,061,000; buildings, $1,- 
382,684,000; implements and machin- 
ery, $665,172,000; livestock, $864,167,- 
000; poultry, $63,854,000; animals for 
fur farms, $19,477,000; and agricul- 
tural production, $1,667,218,000.

A Cow With a Record 


Belvedere Dekol Ruby—82632, of 
the herd owned by the, Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway at Strathmore, Alberta, 
made the third highest mature record 
in Canada in 1929, being exceeded by 
one cow in the Strathmore herd and 
an outstanding cow in Saskatchewan, 
On June 14, 1929, she finished a 
record of 27,892 pounds of milk and 
then went out on the Show Circuit, 
taking first prize at Brandon and 
firsts at Vancouver, Victoria and New 
Westminster. What she did is seen 
by comparison with the milk record 


of average dairy cows in several of 
the Canadian provinces which pro- 
duce less than 4,000/ pounds of milk 
annually. In 1930 she took firsts at 
Brandon and Edmonton, In reproduc- 
tion, too, Belvedere is outstanding, 
for her four-year-old heifer sold in 
Toronto last June for $1,525, five 
hundred dollars over the next high- 
est priced animal and made a record 
of 28,422 Ibs. of milk in 1930, exceed- 
ing the highest record made by a 
four-year-old in Canada in 1929 by 
more than two tons of milk 


Moist Heat As F Health Paster 
Should Be Considered In Heating 


Homes During 


W inter Months 


A family’s health and comfort dur- 
ing the winter months, in this or any 
climate, depend on proper heating 
more than any other single factor. 
Family physicians will confirm this. 
Knowing the essentials of healthful 
heat is therefore necessary if a 
householder is to act wisely on this 
important question. 

A healthful summer atmosphere is 
made up of temperature, air motion 
and humidity. Temperature alone is 


not the major problem of home heat- ; 


ing, however. The first requisite for 
healthful, artificial heat is that it 
provides sufficient humidity to meet 
the requirements of the body. This 
is recognized and cannot be ignored 
except at the expense of health and 
comfort. Hot dry air in homes may 
be directly blamed for the 30 per 
cent, increase in the mortality rate 
during the winter months. The im- 
portance of moisture in the air 
breathed cannot be stressed too 
heavily. 

Moist heat as a health factor should 
be given first consideration when 


making a choice of the system to be} 


installed in a home, for upon it will 
depend the health of the family. 
Medical authorities recommend that 
room temperature never exceed 70 


degrees Fahrenheit. To remain in an} 


atmosphere heated above this point 
lowers both vitality and resistance 
and weakens the body’s ability to 
cope with the contrast between in- 
door and outdoor temperatures. 


There are still other benefits from 
correct humidity besides the health 
of the family, and that is the econ- 
omy in fuel bills. It costs more to 
raise the temperature from 70 to 75 
degrees than from 60 to 70 degrees, 
and moist air at 70 degrees is far 
more comfortable than dry air at 75 
degrees. 

In the old days it was thought that 
the atmosphere in the home became 
vitiated of its oxygen as the air was 
breathed and charged with carbon 


dioxide exhaled from the lungs. Re-| 
cent conclusive experiments disprove | 


this. Occupation of the home as- 
suredly decreases the amount of oxy- 
gen therein and increases the amount 
of carbon dioxide, but the results of 
this are so negligible that the differ- 


ences can hardly be measured or de- 
tected. 

In this country of cold winter cli- 
mates there are three distinct types 
of heating equipment and each has 
its advantages and disadvantages. 
The stove, while crude in many re- 
spects, has many advantages over 
some types of apparatus. The most 
common types of equipment are the 
radiator—which may be either steam, 
hot water or vapor—and the register, 
which is used on many and varied 
kinds of warm air plants. 

The operation of these different 
types of plants affect the occupant of 
the home. The radiator type heats 
the home by means of the air in each 
individual room passing over each in- 
dividual radiator and picking up what 
heat it can as it passes gver. When 
the fire is high, naturally thé radia- 
tor is hottest and the air moves faster 
in the room, which causes the tem- 
perature to rise more quickly, and as 
the fire burns lower the air scarcely 
moves. ‘These radiators and connec- 
tions must be absolutely water and 
| moisture tight or they will leak, and 
except for the vent on the steam 
|radiator, there is no chance of any 
humidity unless supplied by pans or 
other devices attached to the radia- 
tor. 

Neither is there any possibility of 
air circulation except by the action 
caused by the heated radiator, as 
mentioned. Somewhat the same ac- 
tion is obtained with the average 
type of warm air furnace, except that 
| the body of the furnace over which 
lthe air passes, by being conducted 
through the return air pipes to the 
|furnace casing, is much hotter than 
| the radiator, and the air is expanded 
| to a greater degree and purified by 
|} being intensely heated, and creates 
| much more action than when 
passing over the radiator. It has 
| been proven by medical men that a 
| warm aiv furnace can be operated in 
|contagious hospitals with scarcely 
any danger of distributing germs to 
adjacent rooms, This is due to the 
temperature of the air as it passes 
the hot furnace and the rapid circu- 
lation it attains. We all know from 
experience that running water will 
purify itself when in action, in a very 
short distance, 


Holding Doesn’t Pay 


Holding Eggs For a Rise In Price 

Considered To Be Bad Practice 

The Poultry Division of the Domin- 
fon Department of Agriculture calls 
attention to the fact that it doesn't 
pay to hold eggs for a rise in the 
market, Past experience proves that 
holding eggs is a decidedly unwise 
practice and does only harm to the 
egg trade in general, particularly 
when eggs are held under any con- 
dition other than up-to-date cold 
storage. The old practice of country 
stores holding eggs for mixing with 
fresh stock on a favourable market 
has almost entirely disappeared and, 
in any event, grading shows the old 
eggs up at once. Consumers who pay 
the price for real fresh eggs ‘expect 
to get what they buy. Eggs should 
be shipped promptly to market at all 
seasons of the year, 


An Interesting Experiment 


Honey Kept For Fifty-Eight Years 

Resembles Blackstrap Molasses 

Fifty-eight years ago a hive of 
honey bees made some white clover 
honey that has been kept by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture and tested at intervals 
throughout a half century or more. 
Once almost colorless, this honey 
now resembles blackstrap molasses. 
Its original flavor has changed un- 
til it now tastes considerably like 
buckwheat honey. 

However, this honey would not 
be out of place on steaming hot 
cakes or waffles at this time, but 
for the fact the department plans to 
age it indefinitely or until it is no 
longer fit for consumption, testing it 
from time to time to note chemical 
changes, All kinds of honey darken 
after the first few years, and the 
flavor also changes.

The Most [ficient Way In Which To 
Maintain the Fertility Of the 
Soil 

The maintenance of soil fertility is 
absolutely essential to successful 
farming. Unless the soil is in a fertile 
conditicn it is impossible to produce 
large crops and large crops are a pre- 
requisite to profitable farming, ob- 
serve field husbandry experts of the 
Dominicn Department of Agriculture. 
The adcption of a good system of crop 
rotation involves no additional ex- 
pense and is the most effective way 
in which to maintain the fertility of 
the soil and thereby increase the yield 
of farm crops. In addition, crop rota; 
tions assist in the control of weeds, 
and help to ikeep in check insect pests 
and fungous diseases. The labour on 
the farm, too, is better distributed 
throughout the season when suitable 
acreages of various crops, planted and 


harvested at different times, are 
grown in rotation,

Links 


London Will Be Hub Of World 
Phone Service 

“Hello, Central, this is London 
speaking. Wiil you please connect me, 
with Bombay?” 

Two more radio telephone links 
from London are expected to come 
into operation shortly, and taking | 
into account. efforts by Germany to 
get into telephonic touch with the 
Far East, this will mean that the 
whole world will have been joined 
up by voice links, with London as 
the hub of the service. 

Work on an extension from Aus- 
tralia to New Zealand has been com- 
menced, and if successful 180,000 
telephones will be brought into the 
international circuit. Arrangements 
for a service to India are still being 
negotiated, but once’ these are 
made, it is anticipated that the in- 
stallation of a special transmitter in 
India will not take more than three 
or four months. 

In the first place, the service will 
probably be only to Bombay, but ex- 
tensions will quickly follow to the 
United Provinces and the Valley of 
the Ganges, from Calcutta to the 
Northwest Frontier.- Madras and 
eventually Burma will no dqubt be 
brought in. 

Another country which may “be 
brought into the international circuit 
at any time is Egypt. Only the word 
of the Egyptian government is need- 
ed. From Egypt there would pro- 
bably be extensions to Palestine and 
Transjordania. ; 

Meanwhile the Telefunken Com- 
pany of Germany is experimenting 
with a radio telephone link with 
Tokio, and, if this can be establish- 
ed, arrangements will immediately be 
made to “switch in’ London. The 
Telefunken Company is also about 
to install a service to Nankin and 
the remainder of China. 

The virtual completion of an inter- 


national telephone service is thus 
only a matter of months. South | 
Africa will, of course, be brought | 


into the system, though experiments 
have not yet commenced. | 

The total number of telephones in 
the world recorded in the last re-| 
turns was 32,644,000, and there are 
now probably 34,000,000, of which 
over 90 per cent. are connected with 
one another.

Experiment Should 
Be Interesting 


Northern Saskatchewan Schools Try- 
ing Experiment Which Has Real 
Value 

An experiment in education is be- 
ing made in. certain high schools in 
Northern Saskatchewan that appears 
to have real value. It should be of in- 
terest to parents and the general 
public. 

The experiment has to do with the 
need for some guidance for high 
school age boys and girls in relation 
to their future life task. Certain en- 
terprising principals of high schools 
are setting out to recognize the op- 
portunity of the high school in this 
matter and to meet a need that any- 
one who has to do with older boys 
and girls knows well does exist. One 
principal has outlined a scheme 
whereby local representatives of vari- 
ous trades and professions will speak 
on the profession to which they be- 
long and indicate its opportunities and 
the way in which it can be entered. 
In this manner boys and girls will 
gain some idea of the work and 
promise for usefulness of the leading 
vocations and should be led to select 
a life task that will afford satisfac- 
tion in later years. 

There can be no question of the 
confusion that often exists in the 
minds of bright boys and girls as to 
the best way in which to invest their 
talents and education. It appears to 
be a mistake for education to equip 
}them for the future and then leave 
them in a quandary as to the best 
| trade or profession to enter. Often it 
means a mere opportunism without 
any real relation to the fitness of the 
one concerned. This leads to casual 
employment and even to unemploy- 
|ment and tragedy. The unskilled 
| worker-is usually the first man to be 
| discharged in hard times and also is 
{usually the man with the least re- 
| serve to meet economic misfortune. 
An innovation of this nature would 
| seem to merit encouragement. Princi- 
pals of secondary colleges, coliegiates 
and high schools might consider what 
can be done in this regard.—Regina 
(Evening) Leader-Post. 


Some Horse Facts 


Interesting Details Of the Cost Of 
Providing Feed For Animals 

| The report of the Dominion Animal 
| Husbandman, Federal Department of 
| Agriculture, furnishes the following 
\interesting sidelights on horse costs: 
It took an average of $157.05 to 
| keep 18 work horses one year during 
| which they consumed 101,034 pounds 
of oats, 5,796 pounds of bran, 105,678 
| pounds of hay, 10,800 pounds of car- 
| rots, and 180 pounds of salt. 
| With maintenance added to feed 
these 18 horses cost $286.32 each for 
the year. 

It cost $29.69 to raise a filly foal 
the first year, and $48.45 the second. 

Feeding five foals a period of nine 
months cost $29.22 each.

] Wins First Prize For Layer Cake | 


Above is a photograph of Mrs. W. 
McKenzie, 9 Fernwood Park Ave., 
Toronto, to whom was awarded the 
first prize for layer cake, at the 
| Canadian National Exhibition, Tor- 
onto. There were a large number 
|of entries of cakes of various kinds 
and Mrs, McKenzie not only won first 
|prize for iced layer cake, but also 
| for muffins and small cakes. We give 
| below the recipe used by Mrs. Mc- 
| Kenzie for the prize-winning cake. 
| Golden Layer Cake:—1, cup but- 
}ter; 1 cup sugar; yolks of 6 eggs; % 
cup milk;,154 cups flour; 4 teasppons- 
ful Magic Baking Powder; 1 tea- 
spoonful of orange extract. Cream 
butter and sugar, ‘add well beaten 
yolks and beat again with butter and 
sugar until very light. Sift flour and 
Magic Baking Powder together and 
add to first mixture alternately with 
milk. Beat lightly for about one min- 
ute, put into greased layer pans and 
bake. Temperature 400 degrees Far- 
renheit. Time about 20 minutes. Put 
together with lemon filling and ice 
with boiled frosting. 

Lemon Filling:—1 lemon and rind; 
1 cup cold water; 1 cup sugar; 1 egg; | 
1 tablespoonful flour. Beat lemon- 
rind and egg together. Stir in lemon | 
juice and sugar. Dissolve: flour in 
water. Cook in double boiler till it 
jellies and spread. 

Boiled Frosting :—Dissolve a cup of | 
granulated sugar in 4 cup of hot 
water. Wash down the sugar from the | 
sides of the pan, cover and let boil 
three or four minutes, uncover and 
\let boil to a rather firm soft ball 
| stage. Pour in a fine stream on the 
| whites of 2 eggs, beaten dry, beating 
|constantly meanwhile. A few Mara- 
schina cherries chopped and added | 
|to the frosting gives a delicious and 
pleasing flavor.

Inhabitants On Isle Of Man 
Speak Manx Tongue 
The language of the Isle of Man is 
dying. Visitors to the island this sum- 
mer who hoped to hear Manx spoken 
on all sides, have been disappointed. 
The simple truth is that, out of

1,000 have any working knowledge 


humber probably no more than 100 
can lay claim to be really ‘‘Manx” 
people—able to speak only the Manx 
language. * 

Those Manx men and women who 
are able to talk fluently in the lan- 
guage of the island are now elderly, 
so it is doubtful if the Manx lan- 
guage will successfully survive an- 
other generation. 

The story of the Manx tongue is 
an interesting one. The language 
was brought to the shores of Man 
by Westward-roaming Celts in pre- 
Christian days, and it lived and 
flourished unti] the end 
eighteenth century. In 1764, for ex- 
ample, there were 20,000 inhabitants 
of the Isle of Man. And hardly any 
of them knew anything of English. 
Manxmen who left the island to 
join the Navy or foreign-going ships 
were regarded as complete foreign- 
ers, 

The Manx, indeed, were an indi- 
vidual nation. Their Bibles and 
Prayer books were printed in their 
native tongue, their children learned 
Manx in their schools. In 1840 came 
the last issue of the New Testament 
in Manx—and the decline of the 
Manx tongue seems to date from 
that year. 

Towards the end of the nineteenth 
century—by which time there were 
regular and rapid steamship sailings 
between Man and the mainland—the 
number of Manxmen able to speak 
English had grown enormously. The 
number of people able to speak only 
Manx had disappeared to 190. 

The holiday habit has been the un- 
doing of the Manx language. Every 
year close on 500,000 Englishmen and 
Scotsmen and Irishmen holiday there.

Ancient Warship Discovered 


Hull Armed With Heavy Iron Guns 
Found In Stockholm Canal 

The hull of a 500-year-old Swedish 
warship, armed with heavy iron guns, 
recently discovered on the bottom of 
the Riddarholms Canal, in the heart 
of Stockholm, has been pumped dry 
and is being raised to the surface. 
Archeologists who have examined the 
relic believe it to be the oldest war 
vessel from the medieval period hith- 
erto discovered. It is built of oak, 
low and slender in type, and seems to 
be a direct descendant of the Viking 
ships, which were among the swiftest 
and most seaworthy boats ever con- 
structed. Close by the ancient guns 
have been found round cannon balls 
of stone, lead and iron, and some iron 
powder chambers for the  breech- 
loading guns of that period. Several 
cone-shaped pieces of hollow wood 
also have been brought to light, part- 
ly loaded with small pieces of flint 
and stone, 
primitive case-shot projectiles -for 
close range firing. Below the deck, 
which is partly broken down, other 
interesting objects belonging to the 
equipment of the ship have been 
found. The work of recovering the 
vessel is very difficult, but the hull 
itself is so well preserved that it may 
be possible to reconstruct the ship 
with its armament and rigging fairly 
complete.

After Thirty-Three Years 


Bodies Of Arctic Explorers In 
Excellent State Of Preservation 


The bodies of Salomon August An- 
dree and his two companions, ac- 
cording to the dispatches, were in 
an excellent state’ of preservation 
when they were found on White Is- 
land in the Arctic Sea, although it 
has been thirty-three years since 
they disappeared. This curious re- 
finement of cruelty in the frigid 
parts of the earth, to preserve for 
years the appearance of life even in 
death, has made its impression on the 
human imagination long before now. 

We recall a short story many 
years ago about a couple who went 
to the Alps on their honeymoon. The 
man fell into a crevasse and the guides 
were unable to recover his body. The 
girl, frantic with grief, consulted 
scientists as to what she could do.

They 
eontain no important criticism of the act's clauses. Police reports indicate 
a continuous improvement in the general state of law and order. 


12. The real motive prompting the petition is to render the act 
unworkable by eliminating the retail sule of beer-by-the-glass or bottle; the 
ultimate aim being a return to total prohibition.
